1. Applicants' amendment filed on June 13, 2006 is acknowledged. Claims 1- 
20, 24, 27-28, 35-36 and 38 are deleted. Claims 21, 26, 29-30, 32-33 and 39 are 
amended. Now, Claims 21-23, 25-26, 29-34, 37 and 39 are pending.

The present claims are allowable for at least the following reason(s) over the 
closest references: JP167 (JP 63-083167), Chung (US 4 495 331), Freeman 
(Silicones, Published for the Plastics Institute, 1962, Page 27) and Finger (US 6 
254 811). 

None of the above references teaches or fairly suggest the use of the 
combination of the secondary aminomethylalkoxysilane of formula (I) and the 
organic isocyanate deactivator where the deactivator is present in the amount set 
forth in Claims 21, 26, 33 and dependent claims thereof and the specific use of the 
octylphosphonic acid set forth in Claim 37. Furthermore, Applicants show the 
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synergetic effect of the combination of tiie secondary aminomethylalkoxysilane 
and the organic isocyanate deactivator shown in Examples 2-3 and Comparative 
Examples C2 and C3 as indicated in Remarks, page 12, 2^^ and 3"* paragraphs.
